A PROCLAMATION. 

A.  E.  McPhillipS,  1 TT7  HEREAS  by  section  24  of 
Attorney-General.  J VV  the  “Game  Protection 
Act,  1898,”  it  is  enacted  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  on  good  cause  shown, 
to  remove  the  disabilities  as  to  the  shooting  of  pheasants 
in  the  Province,  and  to  declare  within  what  periods 
and  limits  the  said  birds  may  be  shot : 

And  whereas  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council,  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  August,  1903,  has  ordered  that  the  dis- 
abilities as  to  the  shooting  of  Cock  Pheasants  within 
the  limits  of  that  part  of  the  Province,  west  ot  the 
Cascade  Range,  known  as  the  Lower  portion  of  the 
Mainland,  be  removed  for  the  period  from  the  15th 
day  of  October  to  the  15th  day  of  December,  1903, 
both  days  inclusive: 

It  is  hereby  ordered  and  declared  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  shoot  Cock  Pheasants  within  the  limits  of 
that  part  of  the  Province,  west  of  the  Cascade  Range, 
known  as  the  Lower  portion  of  the  Mainland,  within 
the  period  aforementioned. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these  Our 
Letters  to  be  made  Patent,  and  the  Great  Seal 
of  Our  said  Province  to  be  hereunto  affixed  : 
Witness,  The  Honourable  Sir  Henri  Gustave  Joey 
de  Lotbini&re,  K.C.M.G.,  Lieutenant-Governor 
of  Our  said  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in 
Our  City  of  Victoria,  in  Our  said  Province,  this 
twenty-eigth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  Our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three,  and 
in  the  third  year  of  Our  Reign.
